The situation is 
dramatized by examining 
the ‘representative 
homeowners’ tax bills in 
Berkeley and Richmond. 

In Berkeley the represen- 
tative homeowners’ tax bill 
is going up nearly $200 — 
based upon an average 
home value of about $55,000, 
a.25 percent increase in val- 
ues from last yéar, and-a 
drop in the total representa- 
tive tax rate from $15.78 last 
year to $13.75 this year. 

In Richmond, the rep- 
resentative tax bill is going 
up about $110 — based upon 
an average home value of 
$28,600, poet a 20 percent 
increase in values from last 
year, and a drop in the aver- 
age total tax rate from 
$13.73 to $12.81, 

County auditors admit 
that their figures relating to 
increased property values 
include everything — not 
just homes. For this reason, 
any calculation here relat- 
ing to homes must be a 
larger figure than that pro- 
vided by the experts.

“ALBANY — An “‘emergency’’ 
moratorium, preventing any de- 
velopment on a large portion of Al- 
bany Hill for four months, will be 
considered next Monday night by the 
Albany City Council. 

The council Monday voted 3-2 to 
instruct the staff to prepare an ordi- 
nance holding up construction in the 
“specific plan area’ of the hill. 

‘his includes land south and east 
of the Gateview condominium de- 
velopment, also the top of the hill and 
land to the northeast. 

Inthe audience, a shortening of the 
moritorium was suggested by de- 
velopers who are considering con- 
struction of residential housing on 20 
lots between Taft and Jackson 
Streets, much of which would be 
within the planning area. 

Viri Puri, a partener of Ellora 
Builders, Inc., of San Jose, said no 


decision has been madeas to thetype 
of residential construction. He called 
for a 9) day moritorium, fearing it 
would continue for a year or more 
despite assurances from city staff. 

Planning Commissioner Sam 
Dows told the council that 90 caw 
would not be enough. Dows said the 
situation is similar to the recent 
moritorium on property on Tevlin 
Street, with “rumblings” of immi- 
nent development being heard. 

Dows is chairman of an ad hoc 
committee which is recommending 
a “‘public work session’’ on the prop- 
osed moritorium for Sept. 28. 

The 3-2 vote had Councilmen Lewis 
Howell and Robert Luoma dissent- 
ing. Howell later told the I-G that he 
considered the moratorium plan to 
be “political.” 

Dows said time is needed for prep- 


aration of a detailed plan, relating to . 


open space, parkland and develop- 
ment densities, which would later

ALBANY — The Albany Chamber 

of Commerce will qualify for $7,000 
in city funding if it performs three 
major projects during the 1977-78 
fiscal year. 
-- Fhe-city-council Monday voted 4-1 
in favor of a three-stage contract 
under which the Chamber will re- 
ceive one-third of the total funding 
after completion of each project. 

The first project is procurement 
and distribution of booklets on crime 
prevention in the business commun- 
ity, along with telephone dial-aides 
for calling the police and fire de- 
partments.

Prices of 
gasoline 
‘steady’ 


SAN FRANCISCO — 
Gasoline prices in central 
and northern California and 
Nevada held generally 
steady from mid-July 
through mid-August, ac- 
cording to the most recent 
survey conducted by the 
California State Automobile 
Association (AAA). 

Barring price changes the 
last week in August, Labor 
Day gasoline prices will be 
about what they have been 
for the past two months. 

The average price for na- 
tionally and regionally ad- 
vertised brands of regular 
grades in the surveyed area 
is 65.5¢ a gallon, while pre- 
mium grades are selling on 
the average for 70.0¢, and 
clear (no lead) for 68.7¢.

“One of the first things an 
educational program for the 
elderly has to do is to pro- 
vide an opportunity to make 
them realize they can 
learn,” Ricca said. 

“They must be made to 
realize that it’s not all over 
just because they have 
reached a certain age and 
have retired. They can still 
lead a very rich and com- 
plete life. 

Senior citizens “represent 
a tremendous resource that 
society is wasting because it 
won't take advantage of it.”’ 

A complete brochure on 
Eldeberry College and the 
courses it offers may be ob- 
tained from PCNS'’s office 
at 2020 Milvia St., Berkeley. 

“Through education, we 
can help the elderly learn 
how to help themselves,” 
Ricca commented. ‘‘de- 
veloping their own skills is 
the real key to. indepen- 
dence. There isn’t a great 
deal we can do about 
economic problems di- 
rectly, but by education we 
can teach the elderly how to 
core with them,” 

secondary phase of El- 
derberry College is a series 
of workshops being con- 
ducted by Mark Greenside, 
a political science major 
who has been teaching the 
elderly since 1971. Green- 
side began making a ve 
cialty out of educating older 
people when he opened a 
class for 25 students at St. 
Paul’s Towers in Oakland. 

“The youngest student 
was 80 and the oldest was 99 
— now 102,”’ he recalled. 

“The subject was ‘Living 
History’ and we were talk- 
ing about all the things they 
had lived through. We co- 
vered Teddy Roosevelt, the 
New Deal, World War I, re- 
memberedremembrances 
of Armistice Day and what 
it was like to grow up in 
Placerville in the 1800s.” 

Greenside found the el- 
derly to be a veritable mine 
of interesting personal re- 
miniscences. One woman 
asked to name historical 
personalities she had met, 
started with Annie Oakley 
and ended with Richard Ni- 
xon. Another woman had 
spent her childhood near 

‘eddy Roosevelt’s estate on 
Long Island and remem- 
bered that her father 
wouldn’t let her play with 
the Roosevelt children be- 
cause they weren't of a good 
enough class. 

“Teaching the elderly can 
be a humbling experience,” 
Greenside said. It takes 
away from what you believe 
to be the absolute unique- 
ness of everything around 

ou. You find that particu- 
arly everything has been 
done before.” 

Greenside is Project 
Coordinator for Gerontol- 
ogy Training Workshops. In 
order to find out the real 
needs of the elderly, he sent 
out questionaires to 275 con- 
valescent hospitals, resi- 
dence facilities, meal sites 
and all agencies subcon- 
tracting to the Alameda 
County Office on Aging. 

The workshops he is de- 
veloping will be open to the 
elderly if they wish to at- 
tend, but are primarily 
meant as in-service training 
for nurses, nurses’ aides, 
administrative directors of 
convalescent homes, volun- 
teers, and others who work 
with older persons.

The effi- 
ciency of air conditioners is 
measured differently than 
refrigerators. Air con- 
ditioner efficiency is mea- 
sured by EER, which stands 
for energy efficient ratio, a 
term relating cooling ability 
to required kilowatts. Air 


‘ conditioners with low EER 


numbers require more elec- 
tricity to cool air than ones 
with high EER numbers, 
“The higher the EER 
number, the more efficient 
the air conditioner,’ exp- 
lains Goldstein. “An E 
number of 10 to 12 is good) 
whereas 4 or 7 is bad.” 


Energy saving air con- 
ditioners may cost more but 
in the long run they save 
money as well as energy. 
Goldstein and Clear em- 
phasize, ‘‘try to get the EER 
number of an air con- 
ditioner from the salesper- 
son before you buy. Re- 
member, every time elec- 
tric rates are raised, you 
save more money with an 
efficient appliance.” 


In comparing gas to elect- 
ticity, the LBL scientists 
stressed that consumers 
should be aware that gas 
heat is always cheaper than 
electric heat. ‘“You cansave 
35 to 50 percent in energy 
costs with gas appliances 
instead of electric ones,” 
they say. 


Studies conducted by the 
LBL scientists show that 
gas stoves with electric ig- 
niters instead of standard 
pilot lights conserve even 
more energy. Automatic 
electric igniters on gas 
stoves save about $8 per 
year, depending on the cost 
of gas, according to the 
study, Since the average 
stove lasts over 15 years, 
that feature alone is worth 
an extra $120.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The federal government is 
moving ahead to cut down 
on noise caused by. city 
buses, 

Douglas Costle, adminis- 
trator of the Environmental 
Protection Agency, said 
Sunday that buses “are an 
integral component of the 
urban noise problem.” 

As a result, the EPA has 
announced new regulations 
which wili require all buses 
to run as quietly by 1985 as 
the most quiet bus in service 


now. 

The EPA said the regula- 
tions will go into effect in 
three stages with exterior 
noises from buses not to ex- 
ceed 78 decibels and interior 
noises limited to 80 decibels 
by 1985.

Now Beginning

Jackie Leventhal has a rubber stamp which, when 
inked and smacked on paper, reproduces a short New 
York Times story headlined: “RUBBER STAMP USE IS 
BECOMING A FAD.” F 

And so it is, says Ms. Leventhal, a Berkeleyan who is 
making a living in the production of catalogued or unique 
images for a clientele which finds unusual uses for the 
stamps. 

She conducts a class in how to make the stamps. For a 
fee she will produce an individualized stamp. 

“It’s a very versatile tool,” she says. “You can stamp 
virtually anything — designs in ceramics or impressions 
on mefal, glass, wood paper . . . People like to have their 
own individual symbol to make the world a little less 
impersonal. It must be a very primitive feeling in itself to 
slap that stamp on’something. Kids and grownups seem to 
like it.” : 

Ms. Leventhal does business as Hero Arts, 2826 Re- 
gent St. She has a poster catalog of images available and 


- promises to make a stamp of drawn or found images for 


clients. Costs run from $5 to $10 usually. , 

Making arubber stamp is not a difficult process but it 
is best done with a few. pieces of special equipment. 

To begin, a drawing or a found image is photo- 
graphed, producing an etched metal plate. Next, a Bake- 
lite mold is made of the metal plate. Then, the Bakelite 
mold is put into tight contact with a blank rubber mold, 
which is heated to 350 degrees. The rubber conforms to the 
desired shape and, when mounted on a wood block, will 
give as many impressions as the user’s strength and ink 
supply allow. : 

“Ms. Leventhal is a photographer who works in a 
plate-making shop. ; : 

About four years ago, while taking part in arrange- 
ments for a show at the de Young Museum in San 
Francisco, she wrote a Bolinas woman, whose return 
letter was covered by rubber stamp images. : 

Intrigued, Ms. Leventhal took one of her own photo- 
graphs to a rubber stamp company. ‘Beyond that,” she 
says, “it was like eating peanuts. Lcouldn’t stop. It’s that

storing heat of sun

have found the ideal con- 
tainer in-which to store the 
hot water effluent of solar 
fossil fuel, electric and 
nuclear power plants. The 
proposed containers are 
eological formations 
nown as “aquifers,” un- 
derground reservoirs that 
consist of layers of porous 
sandstone capable of hold- 
ing large amounts of wa- 
ter. 


The engineers, led by 
LBL’s, Chin Fu Tsang, 
have modeled these aquif- 
ers mathematically with 
computers to determine if 
they, like giant thermos 
jugs, can keep heated 
water hot for days, weeks 
or even months. From this 
study, the LBL engineers 
conclude, in a recently re- 
leased report, that the 
“surprisingly high recov- 
ery efficiencies’ of their 
models ‘‘point to the great 

tential of using aquifers 

‘or hot water storage.” 


Because layers of rock 
are good insulators, heat is 
not easily lost from water 
stored 100 to 1,000 feet be- 
neath the earth’s surface, 
says Tsang. And different 
types of rock, he adds, do 
not substantially differ in 


their insulating ability. 
Thus, the hot water 
effluent of solar power 
plants, produced only when 
the sun is shining, can be 
injected into, aquifers and 
recovered at night with a 
heat loss of only ten per- 
cent, Tsang adds. 


The attractiveness of 
such a peel on system is 
its low construction cost 
and large capacity. It is, 
according to Tsang, “the 
natural ; 
water” because aquifers 
already exist and need not 
be constructed. 


Yet, hot water from 
solar power plants isn’t the 
only product that could be 
stored in aquifers. Should 
the cost of drilling wells 
and pumping water in and 
out of aquifers be small 
enough to make the system 
economically feasible, the 
LBL engineers suggest 
storing for future energy 
use thé hot water produced 
in cooling nuclear or fossil 
fuel electric power plants. 
These are at temperatures 
lower than boiling, but can 
be used for residential 
heating and to supply heat 
for industrial needs, says 
Tsang. 


Perhaps the most im- 
aginative proposal has 
been to use aquifers to 
store the cold winter water

Albany Waterfront 
DEAR SIR, 

This is an answer to the 
letter of George C. Collier 
(Albany Times Sept. 17) re- 
lating to the waterfront. 
Historical facts refute sev- 

. eral allegations in his letter. 

(1) Mr. Collier states ‘‘the 
3 council members in the 
agony cancelled the 
(landfill) contract and 

» made the city libel to an 
expensive lawsuit.’’ The 
fact is the contract has not 
been cancelled. The Army 
“Corps eee 
bited further filling into the 
Bay in June 1972. This deci- 
sion made the Rimov Al- 
bany Isles Plan for the 
Waterfront obsolete. That 


plan had called for about 50 
acres more Bay fill. Inci- 
dentally it also visualized 
closing the ee dump in 
1975, with fill completed. 

The Albany Waterfront 
Committee, was created in 
1974 to develop a new viable 
plan fitting the smaller area 
and acceptable to the vari: 
ous SOveRRIn ere agencies, 
Based on the obvious need to 
first have a new plan before 
further filling based on an 
obsolete plan, the City 
Council, at the request of the 
Waterfront Committee, li- 
mited the fill to stockpiling 
ot concrete and clean dirt, 
which will be needed. At 
that time some fill had al- 
ready reached 35 feet in 
height, with dangerously 
steep slopes. 

(2) Mr. Collier’s letter re- 
fers to ‘‘several costly 
plans” from which the City 
will have to choose. In fact 
the City Council has unani- 
mously adopted the Water- 
front Plan by Environ in 
1976. This plan has the sup- 
port of the Waterfront 
Committee and regional 
and State Agencies. 

(3) The landfill operator 
has filed a suit against the 
City for breach of his con- 
tract. The city contends that 
the limitation of the fill op- 
eration was forced by the 
authority of the State and 
Federal government. The- 
merits of this case will 
probably be decided in 
court. In this dispute, the 
city is covered by an insur- 
ance policy. 

(4) ‘‘Any development of 
the fill will have to be done 
by private contractor”... 

ot necessarily so. The 
Corps of Engineers has been 
requested by our City to 
build the harbor for the 
amarina at a cost to them of 
up to $2 million. If this suc- 
ceeds, it will greatly benefit 
Albany. 

All of these facts are read- 
ily available at City Hall, 
which is a good place to re- 
search in order to prove or 
refute preconceived no-

‘Residence sales prices 
‘continue steady gain 


ALBANY — The median 
sales price on an existing 
home in California is con- 

_ tinuing to rise by a steady 
three precent per month,” 
Jerome Blank, Albany 
Realtor and president of 
the California Association 
of Realtors, revealed to- 


day. 

“During the month of 
June the median home 
went up to $62,431 — a 30.4 
percent climb during the 
12-month period,” Blank 
said. ‘‘A year ago the me- 
dian price was $47,875. 

“The figures are based 
on data taken from a 
cross-section smapling of 
some 29 member boards 
throughout the state, We 
resenting approximately 
46.5 percent of the organi- 
zation’s total membership. 

In releasing the report, 
Blank noted that the 
California housing market, 
which took a dramtic up- 
ward spiral earlier this 
year, appears to be 
stabilizing at a ‘‘more 
reasonable relationship” to 
the overall rate of inflation 
and cost of living. 

“The between .school 
months of June, July and 
August are traditionally 
‘high sales periods in the 
teal estate industry,” 
Blank explained. -‘‘While 
the actual number of sales 
increased by more than 16 
percent from the previous 
month, prices held within 
the three percent range 


which has been the pattern 
for the past several 
months.” 

Blank sees several op- 
timistic signs on the 
California housing horizon, 
noting that many leading 
home mortgage lenders 
have recently cut their 
rates for a ‘‘prime” home 
loan from 9¥4-to-9 percent 
despite signs that other in- 
terest rates may be rising. 
He also cites a trend to- 
ward growing consumer 
confidence as a positive 
factor for the state’s hous- 
ing market. 


“With interest rates low- 
ering and prices stabiliz- 
ing, housing is one of to- 
day’s best investment val- 
ues,’’ Blank stated. ‘‘As 
Realtors, we are advising 
our customers to buy a 
home now, not for specula- 
tion or instant profit, but 
_as a long-range investment 
for both the family and the 
community.” 

Blank noted that the 
erent frequency of sales 

uring the month of June 
occurred in the $90,000- 
and-over price range (18.5 
percent), followed by the 
$50,000-to-$59,999 bracket 
which occounted for 16.6 
percent of all sales. 


Three-bedroom homes, 
regardless of price range, 
continue to command the 
largest demand, represent- 
ing some 53.2 percent of 
the residential market.

Fuel/water waste solution possible 


Engineers at the Univer- 
sity of California’s Lawr- 
ence Berkeley Laboratory 
studying underground sys- 
tems of porous rock, gravel 
and ane believe they may 
have found the ideal con- 
tainer in which to store the 
hot water effluent of solar, 
fossil fuel, electric and nuc- 
lear power plants. The 
proposed containers are 
geological formations 
known as ‘‘aquifers,’’ un- 
derground reservoirs that 
consist of layers of porous 
sandstone capable of hold- 
ing large quantities of wa- 
ter. 

The engineers, led by 
LBL’s Chin Fu Tsang, have 
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modeled these aquifers 
mathematically with com- 
puters to determine if, like 
giant thermos jugs, they can 
eep heated water hot for 
days, weeks or even 
months, The engineers con- 
cluded in a recently re- 
leased report that the ‘‘sur- 
risingly high recovery ef- 
iciencies” of their models

of using aquifers for hot

Because layers of rock 
are good insulators, heat is 
not easily lost from water 
stored 100 to 1,000 feet be- 
neath the earth’s surface, 
says Tsang.

NEW YORK (AP) — Ra- 
cial and religious prejudice 
is rampant among modern 
American teen-agers, says 
the report of a study by four 
University of California 
sociologists. 


Published in Human Be- 
havior magazine, the report 
says a survey. of 5,000 stu- 
dents at three high schools 
on the East coast showed 
deep-rooted hatred against 
both Jews and blacks. 
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BERKELEY — What 
would you do if you had 
the purest material in the 
world?

Eugene Haller, William 
Hansen and Scott Hub- 
vard, scientists at LBL, 
have succeeded in growing 
crystals of Seeman so 
pure that only one part in 
ten trillion is not ger- 
manium, That contrasts to 
one of the purest materials 
in nature, African quartz 
crystals, which have a pur- 
ity of one part in ten 
thousand. 

The ultra-pure element 


“is made in several steps 


and is now commercially 
available. It costs $15 per 
gram, which is about four 
times more than gold. 
Raw geranium is ob- 
tained as a by-product 
from zine and copper refin- 


ing: : 
BL and a ween firm 
are the only laboratories 
which are producing ger- 
manium of such high pur- 
ity. Germanium has a var- 
iety of uses and has opened 
up new areas of scientific 
research. It’s purity makes 
possible large volume 
radiation detectors. 

At LBL, the ultra-pure 
ermanium is used for the 
abrication of such radia- 
tion detectors and for con- 
ducting experiments in 
chemistry and physics. 
The radiation detectors are 
used at LBL facilities and 
in many national 
laboratories and univer- 
sities. 

Although all radiation 
detectors of solid material 
must be cooled by liquid 
nitrogen to very low temp- 
eratures for operation, 
-232° F, only purified ger- 
manium can be handled 
and stored at room temp- 
erature. Its unique prop- 
erty gives it a distinct ad-

may delay 
deer hunt 


SACRAMENTO — Ex- 
treme fire danger could 
make it necessary to delay 
the Sept. 24 opening of the 
inland deer hunting season, 
according to the Depart- 
ment of Fish and Game. 

DFG officials are working 
closely with the U.S. Forest 
Service and State Board of 
Forestry, monitoring the 
extent of fire danger and 
will continue to do-so: The 
agencies are concerned 
about protecting the state’s 
natural resources. 

DFG officials say the 
situation this year is similar 
to that of 1976 when substan- 
tial rains in the days just 
prior to the season opener 
allowed the season to begin 
on.schedule. A similar oc- 
curence this year could 
allow the season to open on 
schedule. 

Anny decision to delay the 
season to protect the forest 
resources would probably 
be made just prior to Sept. 
24, DFG officials said. The 
State Forester and DFG 
could ask the Governor to 
declare a state of 
emergency which would 
close the forests to all re- 
creational use until the fire 
hazard has passed. The Fish 
and Game Commission then 
would have the authority to 
reset the hunting season 
after the fire danger has 
passed.

New areas of basic sci- 
ence have been opened up 
by ultra-pure geranium. 
The discovery of a new 
state of matter called the 
“electron-hole drop” was 
induced by pure ger- 
manium, When a crystal of 
germanium is cooled to 
almost absolute zero in 
liquid helium, and it is il- 
luminated by a laser light, 
electricity appeals in the 
crystal in the form of a 
liquid droplet, an exotic 
state of matter that forms 
when electrons and holes 
(the absence of an elec- 
tron) bind together. This 
phenomenon of liquid elec- 
trjcity, the ‘‘electron-hold 
drop” is now being studied 
by LBL scientists and by 
scientists at the University 
of California at Berkeley. 
It has also been disco- 
vered, according to Haller, 
that chemical reactions

take place in solid mate- 
rials which scientists were 
unaware of until studies 
were conducted with ger- 
manium. 

Ultra-pure germanium is 
made in several steps. The 
initial purification process 
involves melting ger- 
manium in a quartz con- 
tainer lined with pure 
quartz smoke made by 
burning a gas called silane 
in pure oxygen. The two- 
foot long germanium ingot 
is piacet in a nitrogen/ 
hydrogen gas atmosphere 
and a thin molten zone is 
moved slowly through the 
whole length of the ger- 
manium ingot. By repeat- 
ing this process. several 
times, impurities are ef- 
fectively moved to one end 
of the ingot. When the ini- 
tial process is completed, 
900 grams of the purified 
germanium is put into a 
synthetic guartz crucible 
and melted by radio fre- 
quency radiation in a pure 
hydrogen atmosphere. A 
small single crystal is im- 
mersed in the molten ger- 
manium and slowly pulled 
out to form a larger single 
crystal. 

Electrical resistance of 
the germanium, measur 
by conventional 
techniques, is an indicator 
of its purity. According to 
Haller, scientists have had 
to use unconventional 


measuring techniques to. 


determine the types of im- 
purities in germanium. 
Conventional instruments 
are not sensitive enough to 
characterize impurities at 


very low concentrations so 
a special instrument, cal- 
led an infrared inter- 
ferometer, is used. 

Coupled with a compu- 
ter, the interferometer 
explores the nature of the 
impurities in the ger- 
manium. It sends infrared 
light into a small ger- 
manium crystal which 
produces a change in the 
electrical resistance of the 
sample. The ‘patterns of 
current in the sample are 
analyzed by a computer. 
Each element has a 
specific pattern. The trans- 
formed patterns, called 
spectra, contain the signa- 
tures of the various im- 
purities in an easily read- 
able form. C 

Most of the residual im- 
purities found in the ger- 
manium are. single atoms 
like phosphorous, 
aluminum and boron; 
some of them are com- 
plexes of copper, hydrogen 
and lithium. Thanks to the 
high sensitivity of the in- 
strument, ten new un- 
known kinds of impurities 
have been discovered. Ex- 
periments to analyze them 
are in progress. 

The success of purified 


ed germanium, states Haller, 


has helped to stimulate 
new kinds of semi- 
conductor physics and has 
provided us_ with 

techniques in making novel 
electronic devices. Funds 
for the development of 
purified germanium were 
provided by the Energy 
Research and Develop- 
ment Administration.
